MIXED MARRIAGES 


TTENTION is directed to our 

article in this issue on mixed mar- 
riages, with accompanying copy of the 
latest documents which must be drawn 
up’ before marriage is permitted be- 
tween Protestants and Catholics in the 
Roman Catholic Archdiocese of Mil- 
waukee. Such interference with the 
essence of marriage, which, in its Amer- 
ican and truly Christian concept, is a 
free and sacred contract between man 
and woman, calls for strong protest. 
There is little difference between au- 
thoritarian regimentation of marriage 
and other social institutions by Nazi- 
Fascism for racial reasons, and like 
regimentation to serve the ends of an 
authoritarian religious system. 


Protestant ministers in particular 
should give this matter their special 
attention.

EVANGELICAL CATHOLICISM 
EFEAT of the dictators would be 
a set-back to the present ultra- 

montane leadership of the Catholic 

church. At the same time it would 


provide opportunity for the needed as- 
sertion of progressive, liberal elements 
within the Catholic church. - Should 
Mussolini, Hitler and the other dic- 
tators be overthrown, the nations of 
Kurope would be free once again to 
adopt the liberal, democratic idea; so 
too would the liberty-loving common 
Catholic people. There would then be 
hope again for what is known as the 
Evangelical Catholic Movement, which 
showed increasing promise of success 
in central European countries after the 
last war. 


We like to think that this effort 
towards a liberal, fraternizing, non- 
political Catholicism, though crushed 
for the time being by a Fascist-like, 
Jesuit-controlled Papacy, will rise again 
along with liberty and democracy in 
social and political matters. 


Without it, the mighty efforts now 
being made to liberate the peoples of 
Europe will be in vain. For, as in the 
past, the fate of Europe depends more 
upon the attitude of Catholic church 
leadership than Americans realize or 
take the trouble to figure out. It is too 
easily forgotten on this side of the 
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Atlantic that it was the repudiation of 
an over-lording, political papacy that 
brought about the Reformation, from 
which have flowed all the benefits man- 
kind has known in the conduct of re- 
ligious, social and political matters 
until the rise of Fascism. Also over- 
looked is the fact that Fascism and 
Nazism are products of those countries 
not affected by the Reformation, but 
which were kept enslaved within the 
orbit of Roman ecclesiastical power by 
the forceful methods of the Inquisition.

LATIN CATHOLIC-FASCIST BLOC 


EWLY CATHOLICIZED, Fascist 

France is to play an important 
role in Hitler’s plans for his new 
Europe. According to the Overseas 
News Agency, all the Latin Catholic 
nations—F rance, Italy, Spain and Port- 
ugal—are to be formed into a Catholic- 
Latin religious bloc, providing that 
military, political and economic control 
remains in the hands of Berlin. Marshal 
Pétain, who is even more in favor at 
the Vatican than Mussolini, will head 
this bloe of Catholic-fascist nations, 
under certain conditions: France’s 
navy to be turned over to Germany, 
French Morocco to Spain. Mussolini, 
weakened by recent defeats of his 
armies, is being induced to revoke his 
claims on Nice, Corsica and Tunisia. 


This shapes up to the whole pre- 
ecnceived aim underlying Nazi-fascist 
efforts, the restoration of the Holy 
Roman Empire of the German Nation. 
All that would remain (after the col- 
lapse of Protestant England) would 
be the crowning of Hitler by the Pope 
as a modern Charlemagne. 


THE POPE AND THE NEW ORDER 


EADLINES in the press of this 

country strangely twisted the 
Pope’s Christmas talk to his cardinals 
into a direct attack against the Nazi- 
fascist dictators. This can only be ex- 
cused as the result of wishful thinking 
on the part of tolerant-minded Ameri- 
cans regarding the attitude of the 
Vatican in the present world-crisis. 
The Pope’s discourse was really the 
most ominous of the events of one of the 
blackest Christmas seasons ever known. 
Coupled with President Roosevelt’s dire 
‘*if-the-world-survives’’ hints, it pre- 
saged near disaster for democracy, 
which may even be upon us by the time 
this issue of THe ConveRTED CATHOLIC 
comes off the press. 


Among the Pope’s many obscure, 
high-sounding platitudes about the 
moral order, of which he claims to be 
the supreme arbiter, one repeated 
phrase alone was clear and obviously 
intended to be the heart of his dis- 
course. That was his conviction that 
the ‘‘new order’’ in Europe is inevit- 
able. ‘‘There emerges ever more clearly 
defined’’, he said, ‘‘the almost universal 
opinion which contends that the pre- 
war Europe as well as its political struc- 
ture are now undergoing a process of 
transformation of such a nature as to 
signal the dawn of a new era. Europe 
and its system of states, it is said, will 
not be as they were before. Something 
new ‘and better, more evolved organi- 
eally, sounder, freer and stronger, must 
replace the past in order to eliminate 
its defects, its weaknesses and its 
deficiencies, which are said to have 
been disclosed convincingly by recent 
events.”’ 
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This is the aim and hope of the Nazi- 
fascist war lords; it is to bring about 
this ‘‘organic’’, hierarchic structure of 
society, a ‘‘new and better era’’ after 
the destruction of democratic regimes, 
that they make war against the coun- 
tries of the old order. Even had the 
Pope not clearly indicated that this 
‘‘dawn of a new era’’ was inevitable 
and acceptable, his further statement 
at this late date that the Catholic church 
‘‘cannot be called upon to favor one 
system more than another’’ is proof 
enough how divergent are the Vatican’s 
views from those of America. 


From the rest of his discourse, with 
its five elusive peace proposals, it can 
be seen that the Vatican is ready to 
conform the Catholic church to this 
“‘new and better order’’ of the dic- 
taters.

EDUCATION IN FASCIST FRANCE 


RANCE’S Vichy Government pro- 

mulgated a decree on Dec. 6, which 
Catholic officials here believe to be the 
first step towards ‘‘a complete system 
of Catholic education’? in Fascist 
France. The decree sets aside one hour 
each week in the elementary schools of 
the state for the teaching of the pupils 
their principal duties to their neighbor, 
their Government and Almighty God. 
This step has further endeared the 
enemies of the defunct French Repub- 
lic to the Catholic church. 


In an editorial captioned ‘‘Free- 
dom in France’’, the Jesuit magazine 
America laments, however, that this 
decree stops short of complete affirma- 
tion of the Catholic church’s doctrine of 
education; it also finds fault with 


M. Jacques Chevalier, spokesman for 
the Vichy Ministry of Education, who 
is reported to have stated that he in- 
terprets this decree ‘‘as setting up a 
school system of education for France 
modelled on the public school system 
in the United States’’. Such an inter- 
pretation is shocking to this Jesuit edi- 
tor. ‘‘If this interpretation’’, he says, 
‘is adopted and enforced by the Min- 
istry, it is clear that the decree flows 
from a philosophy which Catholies can- 
not approve.”’

ABSURDITY 


ATHER COUGHLIN’S Social Jus- 

tice magazine, of December 23, 
openly insinuates that the late Lord 
Lothian was deliberately poisoned in 
Washington. It quotes at great length 
(and agrees with) Lord Lothian’s 
speeches and writings in favor of Nazi 
Germany and appeasement of Hitler, 
‘‘eonfirming Ambassador Joseph P. 
Kennedy’s statement relative to dead 
dcmocracy’’, and deliberately states 
that, as a consequence, Lord Lothian 
could not have been poisoned by a Nazi 
Bundist. Instead, it points the finger 
of suspicion at ‘‘the many self-seekers; 
war-mongers and others at Washington 
by whom he was more feared than 
loved’’. 


WHAT DO YOU THINK? 


IF THE POPE could halt the war- 
guilty dictators and does not wish to 
do so, then he is equally guilty with 
them; if he wishes to do so and can- 


not, then he is what Cardinal Hinsley 
called Pope Pius XI when he failed to 
halt Mussolini’s rape of Bthiopia, “a 
poor, helpless old man”. In neither in- 
stance does he show any proof that he 
is the Vicar of Jesus Christ. 
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RELIGIOUS ANTI-SEMITISM 


UNGARY’S CARDINAL Seredi 
recently criticized that part of his 
Catholic country’s anti-Semitic legisla- 
tion which restricts marriages between 
Jews ‘and Aryans merely for racial 
reasons. According to a telephone dis- 
patch to the: N.. Y. Times of Dee. 28, 
Cardinal Seredi spoke in praise of 
Hungary’s Saint Ladislaus who, in 
Hitler manner, completed the work of 
reconstruction in Hungary begun by 
Saint Stephen, and who, the Cardinal 
said, ‘‘also forbade marriages of Jews 
with Catholic women’’. The Cardinal 
went on to say: 

“I must point out that St. Ladislaus 
based his ban solely on the diversity of 
religions and not on that of race. He 
therefore followed faithfully on this point 

© the Catholic church in which there was 
* never, nor is at present, nor ever will be 
in the future, a law forbidding, on the 

. basis of racial difference, a marriage be- 


tween Catholics of different national- 
ities.” 


_ Few Jews become Roman Catholics, 
yet it is merely in defense of these 
possible few.that Cardinal Seredi raises 
his voice in anti-Semitic Hungary. His 
concern is not for any democratic 
principle of equality and justice, but 
solely for a few possible additions to 
the membership of the Catholic church. 
His anti-Semitism for religious reasons 
differs little from the WNazi-fascist 
brand.

PRIEST WROTE 
“MEIN KAMPF’ 


HO GUIDED HITLER in 
formulating his philosophy 
and plans is a question all of us 
have often asked. It seems -almost 
unbelievable that an uneducated 
house painter and paper hanger 
could have turned overnight into 
a Machiavellian strategist, a Jesuit 
philosopher, a master of political 
ruse, a military genius, and author 
of a ponderous book in which all 
his plans were set down with pro- 
phetic insight, which the greatest 
minds have studied and puzzled 
over, and which is topped in volume 
of sales only by the Christian Bible. 
From Otto Strasser, co-plotter 
and intimate friend of Hitler in 
his Munich Beer Hall days, brother 
of Don Paul Strasser the Benedic- 
tine priest who was recently pub- 
licized as landing here on a Hitler 
appeasement visit, we now learn 
that Hitler’s Bible of Nazism was 
really the work of Father Staemp- 
fle, a priest of great learning and 
editor of a paper at Miesbach. This 
is to be found in Strasser’s new 
book, Hitler and I. (Houghton 
Mifflin Co., 1940). What Hitler 
wrote, Herr Strasser says, ‘‘was a 
veritable hotchpotch of common- 
places, schoolboy reminiscences, 
personal opinions, expressions of 
personal animosities. Father 
Staempfle rewrote and re-edited 
it.”” He adds that Hitler, fearing 
the knowledge Father Staempfle 
had of his weaknesses, had him 
assassinated by ‘a ‘‘special death 
squad’’ on the night of June 30, 
1934.

I CAN truthfully say that I am glad 

I was born a Roman Catholic, 
though this statement may seem strange 
to many. Those born with normal eye- 
sight have always seen the sun, the 
beautiful sky of azure blue, the flower- 
covered hillsides in spring. At night 
they have looked at the star-studded 
sky and enjoyed the glorious privilege 
of beholding the heavens which ‘‘de- 
clare the glory of God’’. But to one 
born blind there is no knowing the 
beauty of the rose, the glow of sunsets 
or the tender look in the eyes of mother. 
But what rapture when the skilled spe- 
cialist removes the veil of darkness that 
has separated such an individual from 
these surrounding beauties. What joy! 
What delight! ‘‘I see, I see!’’ bursts 
from his lips. ‘‘How beautiful, how 
grand, how lovely everything is!’’ he 
exclaims. What was once just hearsay, 
has now become reality. 


So it is when one is delivered from 
spiritual blindness and is translated 
into the Kingdom of the Son of God; 
he becomes a ‘‘new creature in Christ 
Jesus; old things have passed away; 
behold, all things have become new’’. 
The deeper the blindness, the greater 
the joy when sight is given. And so it 
is with the convert from Catholicism, 
who experiences what a joy it is to be 
liberated from the bondage of fear and 
to feel and know the ‘‘liberty where- 
with Christ has made us free’’.

umes would be needed to tell of God’s 
gracious dealings with me, but for 
space reasons I shall confine myself to 
the main points of interest. 


I was born in Tariffville, Connecti- 
eut, of Lithuanian parents. My father 
had been a soldier in the Russian army, 
but realizing that trouble was brewing 
with Japan, he hurriedly left the coun- 
try and went to Scotland; later, with 
my mother, he went to Canada, and 
finally to Tariffville in Connecticut 
where I was born. At the age of two 
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I was afflicted with infantile paralysis, 
and to this day I remain a cripple. Yet 
I do not complain, but thank my Hea- 
venly Father : ‘‘ Even so, Father, for so 
it seemed good in Thy sight.’’ I see 
now that my handicap has not been 
without its benefits. It has kept me 
from crimes which my evil heart sug- 
gested, and forced me to acquire a love 
for study which stood me in good stead 
for my present work in the ministry. 
Truly, God doeth all things well. 


Till my conversion in 1931, my life 
was uneventful. From the age of 9 to 
16, I was confined to an institution for 
crippled children. After leaving high 
school I secured a position in a foundry 
office, but was laid off on accgunt of the 
depression in 1929. Since f was the 
sole support of my family, this calam- 
ity forced us to rely on the city welfare. 
Yet this calamity was the beginning of 
the happiest period of my life. 


In Connecticut, as in other parts of 
the country at that time, the plan was 
adopted to have the unemployed sell 
apples on the street. I was told I would 
have to sell apples and that the city 
would no longer give us relief. Much 
as it hurt my pride to expose my pov- 
erty thus to my friends, it was a choice 
between selling apples or starving. It 
all helped to hasten the crisis in my 
spiritual experience. Poor in finances, 
poor in health, still poorer in spiritual- 
ity, the iron was just about hot enough 
for God to strike. The spot assigned to 
me to sell my apples was near the State 
Capitol, and, despite what sceptics may 
say, I know that this was no mere coin- 
cidence. I believe that God placed me 
there, for on that spot I was to receive 
the true light that lightened the dark- 
ness of my soul. 


The General Assembly convened in 
January, 1931, and among those who 
had business at the State Capitol was 


Brother Reimers. He was truly a man 
of God if ever there was one. God 
bless the memory of him, for he is now 
at rest with Christ. His cheerful, happy 
disposition chased the gloom from 
everyone he met. ‘‘An apple a day 
keeps the doctor away’’, he said to me 
when he first came and glanced at my 
basket of apples. His warm, genial 
manner at once won my poor lonesome 
heart, and he was my friend from then 
on. A week elapsed before he dared do . 
what he did. One day, however, in a 
confidential burst of spirit, he whipped 
a New Testament out of his pocket, 
opened it at the first chapter of St. 
John’s Gospel, and asked me to read. 
And thus it was that I, a poor, blind, 
physical and spiritual wreck, read those 
majestic words regarding the Mighty 
Christ: ‘‘In the beginning was the 
Word, and the Word was with God, 
and the Word was God . . . as many 
as recewed him, to them gave he power 
to become the sons of God...” ‘“‘I, 
too, a son of God?’’ It was incredible 
but true. For this, God’s Son came on 
earth, to liberate us from fear and 
bondage and make us all coheirs with 
the Father. That, then, is the true 
message of Christian teaching, and that 
is what the Bible teaches. That night I 
bought myself a New Testament. Day 
after day as I sat beside my basket of 
apples my customers found me so ab- 
sorbed in reading it that I was forget- 
ful of their presence. I became filled 
with the spirit and teachings of Jesus 
and the apostles. I was being born 
again, ‘‘not of corruptible seed, but of 
incorruptible, by the Word of God 
which liveth and abideth forever’’. 


One cannot be a Christian very long 
without others knowing and hearing 
about it. ‘‘A city that is set upon a 
hill’’, said Jesus, ‘‘cannot be hid’’. One 
does not have to wear a button on his 
lapel to let his friends know he is a 
Christian. The change it brings into 
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one’s life is too manifest for that. My 
mother was, and still remains, a Roman 
Catholic, and little did I know the tem- 
pest I would arouse by trying to ex- 
plain to her how utterly unscriptural 
were the grounds upon which the doc- 
trines and practices of the Catholic 
church were founded. It is sad to re- 
count the trials that followed. My Bible 
and all my religious books were either 
burned or turned over to the priest. 
To this day I have never again set eyes 
on them. My mother used every argu- 
ment to dissuade me from renouncing 
the church of Rome. She told me that 
the devil had taken control of my life, 
and that hell would be my lot should I 
die in the state I was in. Then all the 
superstitions that had been born and 
bred into me by the teachings of the 
church of Rome came to the fore. Great 
fear seized my heart. ‘‘Suppose I am 
wrong?’’ was the haunting question 
that filled my mind. By day a tempest 
raged in my heart, and at night my 
sleep was filled with horrible phantoms. 
But peace soon took hold of my heart 
again and I knew that my new course 
was that of Almighty God. My ordeal 
only served to strengthen and establish 
forever my new-found faith. 


Today, by God’s grace, I am a min- 
ister of the Gospel of Jesus Christ, 
preaching a Crucified and risen Savior 
who saves completely and to the utter- 
most, and a Holy Spirit who is able to 
strengthen and sanctify from sin. I am 
very happy in Christ and he is real 
and precious to me. I look forward to 
a glorious future. For the wonderful 
part of being a child of God is in know- 
ing that the best is yet to come: ‘‘ Eye 
hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither 
hath it entered into the heart of man, 
the things that God hath prepared for 
them that love him.’’ 


To Roman Catholics who may read 
this humble testimony and who have 
not accepted Christ as a true Savior, I 


pray them, in Christ’s name: Investi- 
gate! Seek some evangelical minister 
and ask him to show you the way that 
leads to everlasting life; then you will 
find out what it really means to live: 
“And this is Life Eternal, that they 
might know thee, the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ whom thou hast sent.’’

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MIXED MARRIAGES IN THE CATHOLIC 
CHURCH

pag gt MARRIAGE in democratic countries has been definitely estab- 
lished on a universal civil contract basis, the Catholic church still claims 
control over the marriages of all Christians. It insists that the validity of a mar- 
riage contracted by any two Christians depends upon Catholic church law and 
is not determined by the civil state, the minister, nor even by the parties them- 
selves. So absolute is this control claimed by the church of Rome that it makes 
marriage more a contractual pledge binding the two persons to the Catholic 
church than a free, mutual and inviolable contract between each other.* 


In the centuries preceding the Reformation, the validity and legality of mar- 
riage did actually depend upon Catholic church approval. The civil law of the 
nations recognized no form of marriage other than that entered into before a 
duly authorized priest of the church of Rome. Nor were other witnesses to the 
ceremony besides the priest required. Thus, a runaway couple in those days could 
steal up to the house of the village pastor on a moonlit night, throw a few peb- 
bles at his bedroom window and, when the priest popped out his head, pronounce 
their marriage vows and depart legitimate man and wife. 


After the Reformation the Council of Trent, in an effort at marriage reform 
within the Catholic church, laid it down by its decree Tametsi that at least two 
witnesses besides a priest were required. But this decree did not apply in Prot- 
estant countries (including many parts of the United States), where the Cath- 
olic church still regarded Catholic marriages as valid which were performed in 
the presence of a priest alone, and where Protestant unions were not recognized 
as truly Christian marriages. Pope Pius IX declared Protestant and civil mar- 
riage, that is, without the Catholic sacrament, ‘‘shameful and abominable con- 
cubinage’’.? 


It was only in the year 1908, that the Catholic church, by the decree Ne 
Temere of Pope Pius X, consented to regard marriages of Protestants as valid. 
This concession, however, is still witheld from Roman Catholics, or a Catholic 
and a Protestant, who contract marriage before a Protestant minister or a civil 
marriage officer. Such action is styled an ‘‘attempted’’ marriage in Catholic 
law and is counted as both illicit and utterly void. This decree aroused great 
resentment in this country at the time. The following is from a letter to the 
New York Tribune of March 19, 1908: 


1 There is here clear evidence how much Catholic church preaching may differ from 
conduct; the Catholic catechism defines the very essence of marriage as follows: The 
whole essence of the marriage contract consists in the surrender by the persons of their 
bodies to each other, and by declaring by word or sign that they make this surrender, 
and take each other for husband and wife for now and forever.”—Catechism of Christian 
Doctrine, by order of the Thifd Plenary Council of Baltimore, p. 220, Q. 1009.

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“By the laws of the State of New York such marriages are declared to be lawful 
and binding. The edict declares them to be null and void. In effect, it decrees as 
illegitimate the matrimonial relations sanctioned by the State, brands the offspring 
as illegitimate, and by inexorable logic dissolves the marriage bond in such cases 
without authority of the civil courts. A Catholic, after marriage to a non-Catholic 
by other than a Catholic priest, may, under this decree, repudiate his wife and 
marry another with the priestly blessing. . .” 


It was this decree that stipulated the conditions under which alone a Protest- 
ant may be permitted to marry a Catholic. It obliged both the Catholie and Prot- 
estant party to sign a pre-nuptial agreement: (1) that the marriage shall be per- 
formed only before a duly authorized Roman Catholic priest; (2), that all chil« 
dren born of the marriage shall be baptized and educated as Roman Catholies;. 
(3) that the Catholic party to the marriage shall endeavor to induce the other to 
relinquish the Protestant faith and become a Roman Catholic. Such marriages, 
furthermore, can only take place in the church Rectory or in a private house and 
not in the church proper; neither can the solemn nuptial blessing be given such 
a couple. 


In Protestant parts of the United States and the English-speaking world, 
only a few Catholics troubled themselves to obtain a dispensation to marry Prot- 
estants under such conditions. The result was that the Catholic church refused 
to admit that they were validly married and their children legitimate, and. so 
they were lost to the church. Furthermore, many who signed the required condi- 
tions to contract marriages with Protestants disregarded them afterwards, and 
so-their children were lost to the church. In order to remedy this, the Holy Office 
of the Inquisition issued a more drastic decree in January, 1932, which declared, 
in effect, that if the conditions were not faithfully adhered to, then the disperisa- 
tion must be counted as ‘‘null and void’’. Thus, if the parties now to a mixed 
marriage fail to have their children baptized and educated in the Roman Cath- 
olic religion, their marriage is automatically dissolved as far as the Catholi¢e 
church is concerned. Following is this latest decree of the Holy Office: 

“It sometimes happens that so-called mixed marriages between Catholics and non- 
Catholics, baptized and non-baptized, are contracted, even after the required assur- 
ances, but in such a manner that their observance, especially as regards the Catholic 
education of the children of both sexes, cannot be effectually insisted upon, because, in 


some regions, where there exist contrary civil laws, it can be prevented both by lay. 
authority and heretical ministers, even against the wishes of parents. 


Lest such a grave law, which is both of the divine and natural order, be frustrated” 
with great detriment to innocent souls, the Most Eminent and Most Reverent. Car» 
dinals who are appointed to safeguard the integrity of faith and morals, in plenary 
session held on Wednesday, January 13, 1932, having in mind the recent Encyclical 
of Our Most Holy Father entitled Casti Connubdii, decided that it was their strict 
duty to notify and make it a matter of conscience binding upon all Bishops and Vicars 
and all those referred to by Canon Law 1044,* who have the faculty of dispensing 
from the impediment of mixed religion and disparity of worship, that this dispensa- 
tion must never be granted unless the persons to be married first give assurances 
whose faithful execution no one may be able to prevent, even by the power of the civil. 
laws to which one or other of the parties is subject in his present place of residence, 
or in any future place, if it can be foreseen that he is abeut to change his place of 
residence. Otherwise the said dispensation is null and invalid.” 


This was confirmed and made law by Pope Pius XI on the following day: * 


* This Canon refers to death-bed marriages, thus making it so that, if the patient re- 
covers, and fails to carry out the conditions, he again becomes not-married, 
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“On Thursday, the 14th of the same month, Our Most Holy Lord Pius XI, by divine 
Providence Pope, confirmed this resolution, and ordered it to have the force of public 
law, commanding all whom it concerns to observe it and have it enforced. 


(signed) A. Subrizi, 
Supr. 8. Cong. S. Officii Natorius.” 


Fearing trouble with the civil law in democratic countries, priests in general 
made no immediate effort at legal enforcement of the signed conditions to a mixed - 
marriage. It was doubtful if the agreement as drawn up would have been upheld 
by the civil law. Protestant public opinion in the United States was also definite- 
ly aroused against it. The Federal Council of Churches in America put them- 
selves on record against it as follows: 


“Religion is a basic interest in human life, and differences of religion, if these 
are fundamental, may strain a marriage to the point of breaking, especially when 
they are aggravated by ecclesiastical interference. No religious body which confesses 
itself Christian can tolerate the imposition upon one of its own members of the re- 
quirements of another religious body by which the religious scruples of that member 
are aroused, or action repugnant to reason and conscience is forced upon him by an 
authority which he does not acknowledge. . . If either partner enters upon the union 
as a propagandist, determined through the intimacies of marriage to subvert the 
religious faith of the other, disaster is imminent.’ 


But the Inquisitional decree of 1932 left the Catholic bishops of America no 
alternative. It solemnly bound them to find a way to have the agreement so ex- 
ecuted that the conditions could be enforced; else to nullify marriages between 
Catholics and Protestants, even when contracted by dispensation, if the condi- 
tions are not carried out after the children are born. In order to meet the situa- 
tion, therefore, a form of ante-nuptial contract has been devised in some places 
which gives the Archbishop or his representatives the legal right to enforce each 
and every one of the conditions signed by the Protestant and Catholic parties to 


a mixed marriage should either or both of them subsequently fail to carry them 
out. 


Tue CoNverRTED CATHOLIC has been fortunate in obtaining a copy of this 
four-page ante-nuptial contract from a dissatisfied priest in the Archdiocese of 
Milwaukee, and we are pleased to be able to reproduce it here in full. Copies are 


jealously kept from the public and are not even left in possession of the parties 
signatory thereto. 


It will be noted in the above formidable contract that page one contains the 
attestation of the pastor of the Catholic party that the necessary requirements 
have been fulfilled, including payment of fee. The questionnaire on pages two 
and three is also worthy of note; it covers all the necessary requirements to make 
the marriage conform to Canon Law. Number 8 refers to the six to eight weeks 
of.instruction in the Catholic religion which the non-Catholic party must under- 
go; number 10 secures information as to whether either party belongs to ‘‘the 
Masons or other condemned society’’. Of particular interest is section b, of

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question number 12, when the parties have been married already before a Prot- 
estant minister or a civil marriage officer. Such marriage is described as an 
‘‘attempted’’ marriage, and the parties must ‘‘know’’ and be ‘‘sufficiently per- 
suaded’’ that such a former marriage was invalid. Herein is the denial of the 
validity of Protestant and civil marriages. 


Following is a translation of the Latin Notanda on page 3: 


“Pastors must make sure that the non-Catholic party does not have the intention 
of entering only a union that is dissoluble or onanistic. 


“Pastors must also take care, as gravely binding them in conscience, that the 
parties, especially the non-Catholic, be given at least six lessons in the essentials of 
Catholic doctrine, in the duties of husbands and wives towards each other and 
towards their children, and concerning the pledges required by Canon 1061, sec. 1. 


n. 2. The Pastor must testify in the application that at least these six periods of in- 
struction have been given. 


Concerning fees:— By virtue of the quinquennial faculties we have of granting 
this dispensation, we require that the parties to be married, who can afford it, must 
pay the customary fee as rightfully charged by the Curia as follows: an offering o7 
$2.00 for the Chancellery, which must never be omitted; an offering of $3.00 which 
is usually sent to the Holy See, unless the parties are really very poor, in which case 
the pastor will make a special note of it in the form of application. 

For the validity of-a dispensation for mixed marriages it is very necessary that 
there be a grave and just cause (canon 1061, sec. 1, n. 1., and 84, sec. 1.) We add here, 
for reference, a few of these causes: 


1. If otherwise there is danger or fear of apostasy or that the marriage will be 
celebrated before a civil officer or a Protestant minister. The fear must be well- 
founded and a pastor should not give in to threats which are merely made in 
order the more easily to obtain the dispensation. 

2. A well-founded hope of the conversion of the Protestant party, especially 
if he seriously promises that he will be converted to the Catholic faith. 

3. A probable hope that a non-Catholic family favorable to the true faith will 
be brought into the church by a mixed marriage. 

4. If by a mixed marriage the Catholic upbringing and education of children 
born of a prior marriage may result. 

5. If in the locality there are few Catholics and many non-Catholics but full 
liberty at the same time to enable the couple and their children to practice the 
Catholic religion. 

6. If scandal or loss of good name due to pregnancy or other cause cannot 
be prevented except by a mixed marriage; likewise cohabitation, if it is publicly 
known or soon to be known; pregnancy;legitimization of children; the end of 
public concubinage; the removal of bitter enmity (for the sake of peace) etc. 

7. Revalidation of a former marriage, especially if children have already been 
born. 

8. A too intimate, suspected and dangerous familiarity which cannot easily be 


broken off. Loss of a woman’s good name because of suspicion about her. 
9. Grave danger of incontinence. 


These are the more potent canonical causes. Curial practice makes allowance for 
other causes also, if they are grave and just, if not singly at least when many are 


taken together, due consideration being given to the gravity of the law from which 
dispensation is requested. 


If the parties are actually living in concubinage, any scandal should be removed 
and the Catholic party properly disposed to receive the grace of God—after absolu- 
tion from excommunication if marriage has been already attempted before a Protest- 
ant minister (can. 2319, sec.:1. n. 1), or before a civil magistrate (Fac. Archdioce., 
Appendiz ‘A’, sec. 1, n. 2a), and accompanied by the imposition of suitable and salu- 
tary penitential acts. 

Finally, we exhort pastors of souls always to keep in mind the prescriptions of 
canon 1064. For this is a grave obligation, both with regard to the precept of 
charity and one’s office in view of the great evils which may result from mixed 
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marriages to husbands and wives, to children and to the church.” 


The actual agreements to be signed are on page four. The first is signed 
jointly by both parties, the second by the Catholic party alone. Paragraph 4 of 
the joint agreement gives to the Archbishop or his representatives the right to 
enforce ‘‘each and every promise herein contained’’, thereby empowering him 
to give ‘‘full force and effect to the agreements’’, that is, in the civil law. One of 
the important clauses of the special agreement signed by the Catholic party con- 
cerns the marital conduct of husband and wife, especially as regards birth con- 
trol. Question No. 9, on page 2, also refers to the agreement of both parties ‘‘to 
eohabitate properly’’, that is, in strict accord with the stipulations of the moral 
theology of the Catholic church. 


Reputable legal opinion has it that such a contract is recognizable in the 
civil law. It is sure to be resented, however, by American public opinion. Not 
until attempt is made to have the civil law enforce these agreements, and not until 
such attempt is resisted by Protestants, can it be said if Protestant public 
opinion or the power of the Catholic church to override state marriage legislation 
will be victorious.

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CONFLICTS WITHIN CATHOLICISM 


By James J. MurpHy 


NALYSES of the Catholic church, 
if a true and complete estimate of 
its activities is desired, must include 
the efforts of its rebellious, non-con- 
formist, liberal elements. Similar to all 
other human organizations, the Cath- 
olic church is also subject to the univer- 
sal law of polarity. Little is publicly 
made known of the aspirations of those 
inside Catholicism who strain at the 
leash which binds the Catholic church 
as a whole to the support of reaction- 
ary, retrogressive and fascistic conduct. 
As in all authoritarian regimes, only 
those who escape or who risk their lives 
and fortunes can make known how 
things are on the inside. This is the 
secret of our understanding of Catholic 
strategy. As former Catholic priests 
and fully authorized professors of Cath- 
olic teaching, we have known the church 
intimately from the inside, first as lay- 
men, then as members of its clergy. 


Now, after having reasoned our way 
to the truth and out of the church of 
Rome, we give our readers the benefit 
of our knowledge and experience. The 
subterfuges and subleties of Catholic- 
ism are transparent to us. Reams of 
propaganda, of evasive distinctions, of 
conflicting voices cause us no confusion. 
We have been too well trained in the 
school of the Roman ‘‘red herring’’ to 
be misled by superficialities. 


We have had difficulty, however, in 
making the non-initiate believe what we 
know from the church’s unwritten code. 
For the real scale of Catholic values, 
and the most fundamental trends of 
its thought, are carefully screened from 
outsiders. We know them, we can state 
them with authority, but we have had 
difficulty in finding a representative 


Catholic sufficiently unbiased to con- 
firm publicly and openly what we have 
to say. Many doubt us because we are 
**ex’’ Catholic priests. It is ‘gratifying, 
therefore, to have found, at last, an 
authoritative practicing Catholic honest 
enough to come out point-blank with 
many of the truths we have been em- 
phasizing from our first issue of THE 
CONVERTED CaTHOLic. We shall let him 
speak for himself word for word, merely 
prefacing his remarks with a statement 
of the truths he so honestly admits. 


Our witness is Dr. George Shuster, 
distinguished Catholic layman, erst- 
while professor of Notre Dame Uni- 
versity, former associate editor of Com- 
monweal, now President of Hunter 
College of New York City, the largest 
women’s college in the world. Dr. 
Schuster, a very devout Catholic, a 
specialized student and first-hand in- 
vestigator of German Catholicism, has 
won renown as one of the most honest 
and clever apologists of the Catholic 
church. He is highly cultured and as 
liberal as the broadest interpretation 
of Roman Curia laws will permit. Out- 
side the ruling coterie of Jesuit anti- 
liberals, he is looked up to throughout 
the church. 


In the 1940 Winter Edition of The 
American Scholar, Phi Beta Kappa 
Quarterly, Dr. Schuster writes on The 
Conflicts Among Catholics, and, as a 
Catholic apologist, he naturally at- 
tempts to explain away much of the 
increasing evidence of the anti-demo- 
eratic stand of his church. What in- 
terests and surprises us is that he boldly 
faces many hidden facts and records 
them without distortion. No Catholic 
church magazine would have allowed 
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him to do so. We shall reaffirm’ four 
of the fundamental contentions which 
we have consistently maintained from 
our first issue. After each of them we 
shall let Dr. Schuster’s own words sub- 
stantiate them: 


1. The Catholic church is bitterly 
anti-liberal and condemns all Catholic 
intellectuals. Their influence on the 
conduct of the church is nil, and their 
defense’ of liberal policies is as a voice 
crying out in the wilderness. 


Concerning the handful of honest 
Catholic journalists who tried to report 
the Franco-Loyalist Spanish war as 
a whole, he says: 

“there is no parallel in all our history for 


the rabid abuse they brought down on 
themselves”. 


Of the Brooklyn Catholic Tablet, he 
says: 


“Its editors loaded the dice in advance 
against every ‘liberal’ Catholic—.e., every 
Catholic who opposed Hitler and Musso- 
lini, queried the virtues of Franco or sup- 
ported the New Deal. The bias agains. 
the last was so marked as to suggest a 
Rightest revolt might prove a blessing. 
Again and again Monsignor John A. 
Ryan, apostle of a living wage and of a 
righteous international order, was sub- 
jected to all sorts of abuse”. 


“It is correct to say that no Catholic 
intellectual has supported either the Tab- 
let or Father Coughlin. Unfortunately the 
influence of these intellectuals is decid- 
edly limited. On the one hand, they are 
without status inside their own commu- 
nion. On the other, they get precious lit- 
tle support outside it. The writer of 
Catholic books can find no market; and 
the instructor in the Catholic college has 
no tenure. The organs of opinion to 
which the laymen can contribute are few 
in number, financially insecure to the 
point of constant peril and often dom- 
inated by the eccentricities of editors 
whose right eye is fixed on heaven while 
the left scans a favorite and impractical 
recipe for getting there. .. But as at pres- 
ent constituted the Catholic body has vir- 
tually no use for intellectuals. Catholic 
writing has seldom been at so low an ebb. 
The educated Catholic has never been 


so much alone in the midst of his fellow- 
men.” 


2. The Catholic church is the moving 
force behind the movement to have the 
public schools sponsor religious instruc- 
tion. 

“Realizing that [educational] segrega- 


tion was impossible, wideawake [Cath- 
olic] leaders started a movement to foster 


religious instruction in the public 
schools.” 
3. Anti-Semitism is widespread 


among Catholic leaders in this country. 
This bias is deep-rooted and festered 
beneath the surface long before tt 
seeped into the open. 

“Some of this hostility to the Jew is 
of ancient vintage, but prior to the wan 
ing of Alfred E. Smith as a political 
figure it was seldom voiced above a 
whisper. . . Nevertheless the ground was 
slowly being prepared in New York and 
elsewhere for the kind of attitude which 
the Tablet and Father Coughlin have lat- 
terly expressed.” 

“But a very considerable number of 
Catholic journals have been tinged with 
anti-Semitism. The remarks of various 
editors on the appointment of Felix 
Frankfurter to the Supreme Court would 
make up a rather harrowing little an- 
thology.” 


Regarding hostility of the Catholic 
clergy towards Jewish Rabbis, Dr. 
Shuster says: 

“At present there is a good deal of 


hostility, not always frankly admitted 
but nevertheless strong.” 


4. The Catholic hierarchy endorsed 
Nazism at the very moment that Catho- 
lic laymen suffered at its hands. This 
is the conflict between liberal and 
political Catholicism. 

“But inside Germany matters were 
quite different. Catholic men and wo- 
men who had offered heroic resistance to 
Hitler were suddenly astonished to find 
their ecclesiastical superiors not merely 
eager to compromise but actually will- 
ing to believe Nazism a benign affair.” 

“It was the pious and aristocratic 
Franz von Papen who helped Hitler in- 
to the saddle; it is Monsignor Tiso who, 





more than any other man, is responsible 
for the fact that the swastika was hoisted 
over Czecho-slovakia. These are familiar 
instances.” 


“Thus when an attempt was made to 
stop American participation in the Ber- 
lin Olympic Games the anti-Hitler forces 
failed to carry the day because Catholic 
support was withdrawn at the critical 


moment.”

If any additional proof were needed 
that ‘‘the Catholic body has virtually 
no use for intellectuals’’, the authori- 
tative Jesuit magazine America of Dec. 
21, 1940, furnishes more than enough. 
In vitriolic comment on the above- 
quoted article of Dr. Schuster it pours 
sarcasm on him as an abandoned ‘‘in- 
tellectual’’. It does not, however, dare 
to deny the truth of his statements, 
his sincerity or his undisputed services 
to the Catholic church. For want of a 
single argument it finds itself con- 
strained to attempt to laugh him off 
the stage. His revelation of the in- 
significant influence of the ordinary 
clergy in contrast to the Jesuit-con- 
. trolled hierarchy is virtually admitted. 
His astounding confession of the pro- 
Nazism and anti-Semitism of Catholic 
priests and prelates is passed over with 
that deadly silence which is the most 
eloquent testimony of defeat. ‘‘ A silent 
Jesuit is either dead or licked.’’ The 
editor of America is not dead.

NSWERVING AIM, unity of pur- 
pose and concerted action are 
characteristic of the methods of politi- 
cal Catholicism. They all lead towards 
a fixed goal which never varies despite 
the use of extensive camouflage. They 
are particularly evident in Catholic- 
ism’s attitude towards the present 
world-conflict between dictatorship and 
democracy. 


The White Committee, for defense 
of America by aiding the Allies, has 
lately been made the special target of 
this concentrated opposition of Catholic 
church leadership. In reality it is aimed 
against aid to England and what Cath- 
olic spokesmen call ‘‘the virus of Pro- 
Britishism’’. Ostensibly this unwilling- 
ness to help England completely crush 
the dictators is preached under the 
guise of peace and a no-war-for-Amer- 
ica campaign. It was given its greatest 
impetus by the defeatist blasts of ex- 
Ambassador, and ardent Catholic, Jo- 
seph P. Kennedy with his public refer- 
ences to ‘‘dead democracy’’ soon after 
he returned from his post in London. 


Thereafter Catholic spokesmen 
sprang up all over the country to op- 
pose all aid to England movements. 
The Rev. Dr. John O’Brien, professor 
at Notre Dame University, made his 
notorious attack on the aim of the 
White Committee by calling it ‘‘a mass 
murder committee.’’ His real aim was 
apparent from his statement that ‘‘to 
perpetuate Britain’s hold on one-fifth 
of the earth’s surface, they would sacri- 
fice the blood of uncounted millions of 
American boys and bring bankruptcy 
to our nation’’. The Catholic press 
joined in the same chorus. The Jesuit 
magazine America, of December 14, 
devoted its leading article to a similar 
scathing denunciation of the White 
Committee. Its author, William G. 
Ryan, a supposedly reformed friend 


of Joseph Stalin, not only excoriates 
the White Committee but also belittles 
the democracy which it professes to 
defend. 


Dr. Herbert Wright, a learned pro- 
fessor of law at the Catholic University 
of America, published a lengthy dis- 
sertation in the N. Y. Times to prove 
that the trading of 50 over-age Ameri- 
can destroyers with England was both 
unconstitutional and tantamount to an 
act of war. The prize attack however, 
was that of Chancery Judge John A. 
Matthews of Newark, N. J., an ardent 
Catholic of the intransigent school, 
anti-Semite and disciple of Father 
Coughlin. Writing to the Brooklyn 
Tablet, of December 14, official organ 
of the largest Catholic diocese in 
America, he goes on record as positively 
in favor of sending all American ‘‘de- 
stroyers’’, over-age or not, to England 
—where they belong. Among the list 
of these American ‘‘destroyers’’ who, 
he holds, should be shipped to England, 
are the following: William A. White 
and his ‘‘sound effect men’’, Mr. Eichel- 
berger and Mr. Sherwood; James B. 
Conant, President of Harvard Univer- 
sity; ‘‘and the rest of the group of 
Professors at Harvard and other col- 
leges who, if they cannot be classed 
as ‘over-age destroyers’, are being used 
as outmoded ‘bomb racks’ for drop- 
ping war-provoking incendiary speech 
bombs’’; General O’Ryan, ‘‘but tell 
him to keep out of Ireland’’; also some- 
body to take Joseph P. Kennedy’s place 
as Ambassador over there, ‘‘but who is 
not a_ truth-telling, America-loving 
American like Mr. Kennedy’’. In Cin- 
cinnati, Archbishop MeNicholas aroused 
opposition to aid for England with the 
public statement that ‘‘ten per cent 
of the people who favor war is forcing 
America subtly and cleverly into the 
world conflict, and the majority of 90 
per cent favoring peace is standing by, 
silent and helpless.’’ 
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As usual, a few independent Catho- 
lies with liberal tendencies signed their 
names to petitions advocating all aid 
to Britain short of war. But in this, as 
in all vital issues faced by America in 
its defense of freedom and democracy, 
the power faction in the Catholic church 
shows its strength by united opposition.

Here are alcoholic liquors named and 
labeled with the sacrosanct name of one of 
the church’s “venerable religious orders’. 
The payoff is that the church in Chicago 
just recently stopped the sale of liquor in 
“Our Lady of Guadulupe” bottles. It would 
appear that the difference is not one of 
principle but just a matter of a “cut-in”. 


Activity of the church in the liquor 
racket is no innovation. Certain liqueurs, 
such as Chartreuse, have their name from 
an Order of the church. Champagne was in- 
vented by a Benedictine monk. The church 
has monopolized the brewery business in 
the Philippines for decades. Catholic mon- 
asteries in Oberammergau and elsewhere on 
the Continent have a corner on the beer 
market in their respective districts. “Fran- 
ciscan beer” (Franziskaner Braéu) and sim- 
ilar Order brews have netted huge profits— 
when they didn’t, it was because the mon- 
astery home consumption drank them up.

THE N. Y. Times of December 10 notes 
the extremely warm welcome accorded by 
the Vatican to the new ambassador of Fas- 
cist France in contrast to the chilly recep- 
tion given to his democratic predecessor. 
With surprising candor M. Berard, the new 
Vichy ambassador, partially disclosed the 
identity of interests between the Vatican 
and Nazi Germany, while giving his open- 
ing address at the presentation of his cre- 
dentials to the Pope. He said, in what the 
Times called “a strong hint toward Bri- 
tain”, that France was now turning towari 
the Vatican. In other words, France was 
turning its back on the Democracies and 
looking forward to the new order of coi- 
laboration with Hitler and the Vatican. 
This same thought stands out still clearer 
in the Ambassador’s subsequent remarks to 
the Pope where he openly implies that 
French collaboration with Germany is part 
of the church’s “peace plan”. In the words 
of the Times: “In an evident allusion to the 
question of collaboration with Germany, the 
Ambassador said that France ‘adheres to 
the peace that the Holy Father has so 
often invoked and defended’ ”’. 


The above disclosure can be considered 
frank and open not in the full sense of 
the word but in the sense that the under- 
lying intrigue is partially revealed in spite 
of the vague diplomatic language in which 
it is couched and the cautious censorship of 
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the American press. The intelligent reader 
is able to read between the lines.

THE Catholic church is keeping up its 
barrage of attacks on Aid-for-Britain in 
defense of isolationism. The Reverend Dr. 
Joseph F. Thorning, professor spokesman 
of the Catholic church, writes to the N. Y. 
Times (December 10) defending vigorous- 
ly ex-Ambassador Kennedy’s anti-British 
propaganda. Rev. John O’Brien, Notre 
Dame professor, viciously denounced Aid- 
for-Britain as “mass murder”. Archbishop 
MecNicholas of Cincinnati gave over the 
radio on December 25 a speech (later re- 
broadcast to Latin America in Spanish) in 
which he accused 10% of our countrymen 
of “forcing America subtly and cleverly in- 
to the world conflict”. The fact that this 
statement is a wilful lie in direct contra. 
diction to Gallup and Fortune polls would 
not, of course, deter his jesuitical con- 
science. Cardinal O’Connell of Boston, dear 
of the Catholic hierarchy of the United 
States, publicly spoke for the church 
through the newspapers at least three 
times during December. The first time he 
spoke in favor of isolationism, the second 
time in condemnation of “propagandists for 
war”, the third time in favor of the Hitler- 
Hoover plan of food for continental Europe.

E regret that space will not permit

Circumstances are favorable to this move- 
ment. Bishops, priests. laymen and the 
State encouraging, work together toward 
their expansion. Young monks, themselves, 
are receiving a training which will prepare 
them better to collaborate with these 
movements of moral restitution. 

Two hundred “Jocists” met lately at Vichy 
to consider these important questions. 
Marshall Pétain, Minister of Justice Alibert 
and other officials honored them with their 
presence as well as the Apostolic Delegate, 
Mgr. Valero Valeri. The same kind of 
meetings were held in Lyon, St. Etienne, 
Marseille and Limoges. In the latter city 
the “Scouts” and the “Companions of 
France” joined with the Jocists.
